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WOOL BILL GOES 
‘THROUCH CAUCUS 
WITHOUT CHANCE 


Bot Only “After Caucus Had 
Declared Democratic Party | 
Stands For Free Wool 


DEBATE OVER MEASURE 
CONTINUED FOR HOURS 


Ollie James and Other Demo- 
crats Defended Bryan’s Stand 
for Free Wool---Harmony 
Restored by Declaration That 
Party Is for Free Wool, as 
Revenue Is Needed. 


Washington, June 1.—The proposed 
democratic revision of the wool tariff, 
the Underwood bill-—-was unanimously 
approved by a full democratic caucus 
at midnight, twelve hours after 
been made public by the ways®and 
means committee. Its indorsement fol- 
lowed some rapid maneuvering by the 
democratis house leaders, who deviseda 
scheme which effectually disposed of 
the free wool advocates. 

Through a resolution which 
the democratic party open in the fu- 
ture to renew its advocacy of free trade 
in raw wool, but which commits all 
democrats to the support of the pres- 
ent bill as a revenue measure, the di- 
vergent interests were brought to- 
gether in the caucus shortly before 
midnight and almost unanimously an 
agreement was reached. 

Final Vote Unanimous. 

The final vote on the approval of the 
Underwood bill was made unanimous 
but the following members were ex- 
cused from a pledge to support the cau- 


cus action: 

Representative Rucker, Colorado; 
Ashbrook, Francis and Sharp, Ohio, and 
Gray, Indiana. ~ 

The resolution agreed on in a confer- 
ence of the} » raw wool advocates, 
was. intré ain the caucus by Rep- 
resentative Kitchin, of North Carolina, 
who had advocated free raw wool. 

His resolitttion declared the support 
of a duty on raw wool should not be 
construed as an amendment of the dem- 
oeratic policy of free wool. The need 
for a duty, the resolution stated, was 
due to repuplican extravagances which 
made necessary large revenue. 

Speaker Clark took the floor immedi- 
ately and supported the resolution, 
which had been framed in the con- 
ference participated in by himself and 
Representatives Burleson, of .. Texas; 
James, of Kentucky; Fitzgerald, of 
New York, and Kitehin, of North Car- 
olina. The resolution was then unan- 
imously adopted by the caucus. 

Underwood Explains Bill. 

Opening with the statement from 
Chairman Underwood, of the ways and 
means committee, that a 20 per cent 
duty on raw wool is necessary to in- 
‘sure sufficient revenue for the. gov- 
ernment, the fight over the revised 
wool tariff was still on in the demo- 
cratic caucus of the house of repre- 
sentatives late this evening. 

Advocates of free raw -wool, backed 
by the open support of William Jen- 
nings Bryan, offered amendments put- 
ting wool immediately upon the free 
list, or proposing a gradual reduction 
that would abolish the entire duty 
within five years. While direct refer- 
ence to Mr. Bryan by name was not 
made by Chairman Underwood or oth- 
ers who spoke during the day in favor 
of the 20 per cent duty, they replied, 
in a way, to those free wookh democrats 
by pointing out what they hasined the 
absolute necessity for a small duty on 
raw. wool. 

Chairman Underwood gave the com- 
plete text of the proposed revision of 
the wool tariff to 200 democrats who 
assembled in the party caucus at noon. 
It proposes a duty of 20 per cent on 
raw wool, a reduction of more than 50 
per cent from the Payne-Aldrich law 
now in force. 

Harrison For Free Wool. 

As soon as he had concluded his 
opening speech, Mr. Harrison, of New 
York, offered an amendment that 
would abolish the wool duty in five 
years. it proposed a gradual reduction 
each year for the five-year period. Mr. 
Harrison declared this was the true 
democratic principle of tariff making, 
to put on the free list a raw material 
so universally used. 

Mr. Randell, of Texas, followed with 
an amendment for the immediate abol- 
ishment of the entire duty on raw wool. 
With these three proposals before them 
the democrats gave close attention to 
the debate, participated in by many 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee. 

Two of the chief speeches in favor of 
free wool were made at the night ses- 
sion of the caucus by Representatives 
Randall, of Texas, and James, of Ken-

Mr. Bryan at the banquet of north- 
western democrats did not indicate his 
preference for a presidential candidate 
in 1912 nor was any action taken by the 
delegates present from the northwest- 
ern states showing their preference. 

Mr. Bryan, however, spoke in high 
terms of Governor Burks, of North Da- 
kota, and former Governor Folk, of 
Missouri, both of whom were preseht. 
He referred to them as “candidates for 
the presidency” and said should either 
be nominated he would travel about the 
country and work in their behalf. 

Bryam Attacks Supreme Court. 

Colonel Bryan denounced the de- 
cision of the supreme court of the 
United States on the tobacco and 
Standara Oil cases, saying that Chief 
Justice White had been waiting for 
fifteen years to write the words 
“reasonable” and “unreasonable” to 
throw his protecting arms aroung the 
trusts and to tell them how to escape. 

Colonel Bryan said conditions in the 
United States senate are still bad, 
though not so bag as last year. 

“Senator Martin, the minority lead- 
er.” said Mr. Bryan, “spends his time 
trying to lead the democrats into the 
republican net. If democrats are .go- 
ing to stand for protection, let them 
be honest everywhere and not be 
scared by a few sheep. If they are 
scareq by the bleats of a few sheep, 
what will they do at the roaring of 
the bulls and lions of Wall street?’

Chicago, June 1.—Directors of the 
Chicago board of trade at a secret 
meeting today recommended changes 
which if adopted by the board, will 
prevent manipulators from cornering 
the market.

Mr. Wickersham said the government had 
believed it much easier to redch the seven men controlling the raw cotton pool 


against whom it had exact information. is . 
“The statute of limitations has not run against the other,” he added. If 
the government is sustained in that first cotton case, the other combinations 


may be attacked.” 
‘Has there ever been any investigation of the attempt of ‘bears’ to depress 


cotton prices in New York and New Orleans,” Chairman Beall asked. 
“No, I have never had any facts brought to my attention that seemed to 


show a violation of the anti-trust law in such matters.”

If that does not spell disregard for the pockets of some three 
million southern farmers, we are unable to say what does.

Yes—but plenty of them regarding price-boosting operations, 
with a squeal that brought prompt relief and the indictment of 
those striving to keep the market level.

He also cited as the president’s at- 
titude toward the southern states the 
appointment of Justice Lurton, a demo- 
crat and a confederate goldier, to the 
Supreme bench, and in appointing a 
chief justice the president had ele- 
vated a Louisianan and an ex-con- 
federate soldier. Mr. Dickinson also 
said that the president in appointing 
federal judges had in numerous in- 
Stances appointed democrats, as they 
had appeared the best men for the 
position, and had never ‘appointed a 
negro to a position in the south which 
would offeng southern instincts. Mr. 
Dickinson added that {t was also un- 
true that he had resigned expecting 
greater political honors.

Mexico City, June 1.—General Diaz, 
in the moment of taking final leave of 
the country which he governed so long.

Chairman Cary Denies the Sto 
Before Congress Committes 


He Admits, However, That Steel 
Trust Has Absolute Dominion 
Over Subsidiary Companies. 
Gary Says He’s Ready to Give 
All Facts About Trust.

Washington, June 1.—Offering to lay 
bare all the facts concerning the Uni- 
ted States Steel Corporation and to 
“stand or fall on the record,” denying 
that he is planning to form a trust to 
control steel products and prices of the 
fentire world, and frankly “admitting 
that the steel corporation has abso- 
lutely dominion of subsidiary com- 
panies, Elbert H. Gary appeared today 
as the s¢cond witness in the inquiry 
being conducted by the steel trust in- 
vestigating committee of tha house. 

Mr. Gary’s examination will be con- 
tinued tomorrow, when the committee 
will seek to learn from him further 
facts relating to the taking over by 
the steel corporation of the Tennes-ee 
Coal and Iron Company. 

' Gary Surprised the Committee. 

Today Mr. Gary surprised the com- 
mittee with the statement that the 
Tennessee company before its absorp- 
tion, while nominally “independent of 
ali other companies,” was “very de- 
pendent so far as getting a livelihood 
was concerned,” a remark which he 
quickly asked to have expunged from 
the record and which he said he hag 
“no business te make.” 

This remark, however, served to 
forecast the probability that Mr. Gary 
tomorrow might make statements not 
in accora with the testimony given 
opy.John W. Gates as to the highly 
prosperous condition of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Company at the time of 
the forced sale to the steel corporation. 
Mr. Gary tcld the committee that the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
still owes the steel corporation $10,- 
167,700 for money advanced. 

United States Company Controls, 

“There is not any doubt,”’ Mr. Gary 
told the committee today, “that the 
United States Stee] Corporation, as the 
owner of most of the stocks of the 
subsidiary companies, ultimately con- 
trols those subsidiary companies, in- 
oe their management and con- 

uct. 

“The subsidiary companies have 
their own directors and officers, and 
have the right to act independently, 
but as the steel corporation owns the 
securities, if the conduct of a subsid- 
lary company was antagonistic in any 
way, it would only be a question of 
time when the administration of that 
subsidiary company would be changed. 

“The earnings of the  subsidiar 
companies,” r. Gary continu 
“whenever dividends are declared, go 
into the treasury. of the United States 
Steel Corporation. That ‘corporation 
being the owner of the dividends, of 
course, distributes them as it sees fit. 
The subsidiary companies have no in- 
terest in the dividends after they are 
declared. . 

“The board of directors of the com- 
panies choose their efficers, but, nev- 
ertheless, a suggestion from the parent 
company, as you call it, would be rec 
ognized.” 

At to World Steel Combine. 


Mr. Stanley asked as to the nature 
of the American and Iron Steel insti- 
tute. Mr. Gary explained that it was 
an organization of iron and steel men, 
which met to discuss matters in which 
they were interested. 

“I have heard,” said Mr. Gary. 
“from time to time, that the ultimate 
purpose of the American Iron and Steel 
institute was to reach an amicable 
agreement among steel men in this and 
foreign countries, so that there might 
be a necessary steadying of prices in 
the rest of the world, similar to the 
steadying of steel prices in this coun- 
try. 

“One of the moving causes why I in- 
troduced the resolution provid ng for 
this inquiry was the dread that within 
ninety days this institute or some sim- 
ilar one would have effected such an 
agreement. I have heard that such 
an agreement was regarded as neces- 


sary because the federal government 
Was active to prevent such agree- 
ments tn this country, and that the 
federal congress was liable to alter 
the tariff schedules, both of which 
could only be met by an international 
organization.” 

“The statement of the chairman,” 
said Mr. Gary, “is immensely frank, 
and the question will be met in the 
same spirit. I will give you all the 
facts in connection with the matter, 
and anxiously wish you had come te 
my office before.”’

Friday Eges. - 

Poached eggs may be served on 
boiled rice, covered with cream sauce; 
on potato or codfish cakes, covered 
with tomato sauce; on toasted muffins 
covered with sauce Hollandaise; on 
corn fritters, covered with either cream 
or tomato sauce; or plain on toast; in 
timbale with cream sauce; or dropped 
into Spanish peppers; cooked in timbale 
cups in the oven and dished on toast, 
with either cream or tomato sancé, or 
poached in strained tomato. 

Then we have eggs a la Martin— 
raw eggs dropped into cream sauce, the 
top covered with grated cheese and 
baked in the oven. Eggs hard boiled 
au gratin are very nice; boil six eggs 
slowly for half an hour, slice them into 
a baking dish, cover with cream sauce 
and a layer of cheese, and brown 
quickly. 

Omelets are inexpensive and easily 
made. A Spanish omelet makes a sight- 
ly dinner dish. Put two tablespoonfuls 
of butter into a shallow frying pan; 
add two tablespoonfuls of chopped 
onion, cook slowly without browning, 
add a chopped Spanish pepper and half 
a pint of stewed tomato. Cook slowly 
while you make a plain omelet; allow 
two eggs to each person; beat until 
the whites and the yolks are well mix- 
ed; add as many tablespoonfuls of 
warm water as you hdve eggs; put one 
tablespoonful of butter into a shallow 
frying pan; when hot turn in the eggs, 
shake a moment and dust with salt. 
Lift the sides with a limber knife to 
allow the soft portion to run under, and 
shake again. Fold and turn on a heat- 
ed dish, pour around the sauce from the 
other pan and serve. A plain omelet 
may be served with peas, asparagus 
tips, or tomato sauce.

Chop fine two hard-boiled eggs. Chop 
fine cold lean boiled ham; there should 
bé one-half cupful.

The special committee appointed by 
council to formulate a report on the 
Sarhkage situatioon met in the mayor’s 
office yesterday morning, but took no 
definite action except’to appoint a sub- 
committee to confer with the railroads 
about hauling a part of the garbage 
to a temporary dumping ground dur- 
ing the summer. 

Chief Jentzen’s plan was to burn all 
the garbage possible in’ the present 
crematory, and haul the rest to a 
dumping ground in auto trucks to be 
specially constructed for the purpose. 
He said that he could handle all the 
garbage and do away with the 
eighteen dumping grounds in the city 
if two auto trucks were provided. He 
suggested that all garbage be first 
taken to the crematory and from there 
hauled to a dumping ground if it could 
not be burned. 

The mayor favored this plan. 

The chief of construction and Alder- 
man Grant thought the matter might 
be solved by making citizens separate 
garbage outside a certain limit and 
then haul the garbage from the inner 
limit to the crematory, and after sepa- 
rating the garbage in the outer limit 
burn the swill and dump the trash on 
the present dumping grounds. 

Verlin B. Moore, Thomas Jeffries and 
Thomas Moore made a protest against 
using the lot on the west side of the 
city for a temporary dumping ground. 

The committee will hold another 
meeting in a few days. 


GRANT PARK ZOO 
MAY BE CLOSED 


Special Meeting of Park Com- 
mission to Consider 
Finances. 


To protest against the small appro- 
priation. of $1,000 for the zoo, there 
will be a special meeting of the park 
commission this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

Members of the park commission be- 
‘lieve that the appropfiation is too 
small to do any good, and that it 
would be better to close up the zoo 
than to attempt to run it with only 
$1,000 for fhe purchase of new animals. 

Commissioner Frank Wilby voices 
the sentiment of several park commis- 
Sioners in the following statement: 

“The action of the finance committee 
in making apportionment for the Grant 
Park zoo and for park purposes com- 
pels some action necessary to protect 
the interests of the people from unnec- 
essary expenditure of public money. 
The expenditure of $1,000 apportioned 
by the finance committee would not, in 
my opinion, justify the continuance of 
the zoo at its present high cost of 
maintenance. As you know, the pay 
roll for the superintendent and assist- 
ant keepers of the zoo is practically 
$2,500 per year. The report showed 
but thirty-six animals, principally 
small, not requiring much attention.

150 SOLDIERS DIE 
BY AN EXPLOSION 


Fortress Commanding the Cap- 
ital of Nicaragua Is 
Blown Up. : 


a 

San Juan Del Sur, Nicaragua, June 
1.—The fortress on Tiscapa Hill, 
Managua, was blown up at 3 Pp. m. 
yesterday afternoon. 

One hundred and fifty soldiers per- 
ished in the explosion. All the am- 
munition of the fortress was destroy- 
ed. The cause of the explosion is not 
yet known. 

Strict cable censorship has been es- 
tablished from Managua. It is gener- 
ally believed the explosion was the 
result of a revolutionary movement 
directed against President Adolfo 
Diaz, who recently succeeded President 
Juan Estrada. 

La Loma barracks are on the crest 
of the highest hill in the vicinity of 
Managua, 200 feet above the city. 
Within the walls was a large powder 
and dynamite magazine, an arsenal 
with approximately 15,000 rifles and 
3,000,000 rounds of ammunition, a car- 
tridge manufactory, several small 
pieces of artillery and two siege guns. 

The barracks are located on Tiscapa 
Hill, directly south of the city, and a 
mile and a half from Lake Managua. 
The presidential palace is the first 
structure betweey the barracks and 
the city, almost beneath the guns of 
the fortress. 

Every Person Killed. 

Washington, Juve 1—A dispatch 
from American Minister Northcutt, at 
|Managua, indicated that every person 
in the garrison was killed by the ex- 
plosion. 

Intense interest in the explosion vas 
displayed today , by state department 
officials, who ate anxiously awaiting 
details giving its cause. Since the 
resignation of President Estrada and 
the assumption of power by Vice Pres- 
ident Diaz, the department has re- 
ceived no advices indicating discon- 
tent in the republic.

Macon, ‘Ga., June  1.—(Special.)— 
Chairman Bowdre, of the council fire 
committee, is planning to further aug- 
ment the local department with auto 
apparatus, having decided upon the 
purchase of an auto buggy for the chief 
and an auto hook and ladder.

The report of Chairman W. K, Miller 
of the interstate law committee was 
read. 

It is stated that the committee could 
not do better than to refer to the re- 
ports made by former committees 
which recommended the passing of 
laws on negotiable instruments, sales, 
warehouse receipts, partnership, trans- 
fer of stock and bills of lading, corpo- 
rations, etc. 

Copies of bills and reports were sub- 
mitted by the committee on codifica- 
tion. 

The report of the committee on legal 
education and admission to the bar 
was made by J. R. Pottle, of Blakely. 

Higher Standard of Educrtion. 

The committee was in thorough ac- 
cord with the reports made by former 
committees, the subject having been 
discussed by many able attorneys, to 
which little or nothing could be added. 
It favored former reports. recently 
adopted by the association, in which 
were recommended two years’ study 
of the law, a high school education, 
and the applicant having reached the 
age of 21 years, fifty-three states and 
territories now having» laws which 
make it necessary for the applicant. t6 
have reached the age of 21 years be- 
fore gaining admission to the bar. A 
number of the states require two years’ 
study; some three, and. California four, 
but Georgia lags behind. The stu- 
dents should study the law at least 
two years, after hav'ng taken a course 
in study equal to that of the curricu- 
lum of the high schools of the state. 

Hamilton Douglas, of Atlanta, a 
member of the committee did not con- 
cur in all of the statements. The law 
now allows one day in which to carry 
on the examination of the student, 
which is not enough. He also objected 
to the phrase high school education. 

The annual address of President Joe] 
Branham was received with much ap- 
plause. His address was on “Brevity 
and Reform” and he said in part: 

Branhom on Brevity and Reform. 

“In advance of the address which 
under the rules of the association I 
am obliged to make, let me return 
thanks for my election to this impor- 
tant office. I am more deeply grate- 
ful for the honor because it occurred 
in my absence and was unsolicited and 
unexpected.

He was the founder of ‘“‘Moore’s 
mills,” one of the first water mills lo- 
cated in this part of Georgia.

Involuntary Reduction of Acre- 
age Is Forced Upon 
Georgia Grower. 


Bainbridge, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)— 


N.jht riders entered the shade tobacco 
field of W. C. Gibson, of the Attapul- 
gus tobacco district of this county, 
some time during last night and pulled 
up and destroyed one-half of the grow- 
ing tobacco plants. 

During last year the tobacco plant- 
ers of this and Gadsden county form- 
ed a tobacco growers’ association for 
the purpose of reducing acreage and 
regulating labor conditions. 

Most of the farmers were induced to 
join the association, among them W. 
C. Gibson. It is said that Gibson fail- 
ed to reduce his acreage one-half, ac- 
cording to the mandates of the agsso- 
ciation, and infringed other rules, and 
that he was accordingly expelled from 
the association. In the spring he 
Planted two and one-half .acres of 
shade tobacco, which he claimed to be 
one-half of his last year’s acreage, but 
it is said that members of the asso- 
ciation claimed that he had planted 
as large a crop as he had last year. 

Anyway, the parties who entered his 
field durinf the night pulled wp just 
one-half of his crop, making for him 
an involuntary reduction of acreage. 
An effort is being made by the officers 
to apprehend and prosecute the guilty 
parties. 

This is the first depredation of a sim- 
ilar character that has happened in the 
tobacco section since the burning of @ 
number of topaccO v@alus ias. yea?

' Rome, June 1.—Andre Beaumont and

|have fought each other every mile of 
| the way for supremacy in the great 
| Paris-Rome-Turin race, are tonight in 
ithe Italian capital. The other com- 
'petitors have met with mishap after 
mishap, and some of them still are in 
France. 

Beaumont, who arrived yesterday, is 
resting preparator? to essaying the 
third and last stage from Rome to 
Turin, a distance of 391 miles. 

Garros, unfortunately, is in bad 
physical condition. The wrecking of 
his aeroplane near Pisa yesterday re- 
sulted in quite serious injuries to the 
aviator, but at 10:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing he pluckily clambered into the seat 
of a new machine and swept away 
along the Mediterranean coast. at fine 
speed for Rome. Great crowds had 
,gathered to witness his coming, but 
Garros almost collapsed when he land- 
ed. He said he felt very ill, and could 
scarcely walk. It was necessary to 
help him to the committee room. : 

Garros explained he suffered greatly 
from ‘his fall. His right shoulder had 
been injured and the hurt was aggra- 
vated by the exertion of today’s flight. 
It was apparent he was suffering acute 
pain. 

Beaumont, hearing of his arrival. 
rushed to greet him. The vast crowd 
burst into cheers when the friendly 
rivals appeared on the balcony grasp- 
ing hands. It is probable that Beau- 
mont will start on the last leg of the 
journey before Garros, who, if the con- 
tinues tomorrow, will do so only by 
reason of sheer grit.

They had a poultry farm eight or ten 
years ago and bought the first pure 
S. Cc. B. Leghorns from them, and they 
were beauties. I have lost and for- 
gotten their address, and if they are | 
still in the poultry business I would 
like to hear from them. . : 

We have not taken The Constitution 
till this year in quite a while My 
hubby did not think he needed so 
many papers, and he left The Constitu- 
tion out.

After it is six weeks old a turkey 

is stronger and stands a better chance 
to mature than does a chick. But 
these first six weeks are the ones, of 
greatest care-taking if the poults are 
to survive. If the poults are hatched 
by turkey hens they will have cared 
for the eggs by making a nest on the 
ground. If they are hatched by chick- 
en hens the eggs should be dampened 
twice each week with lukewarm water. 
They must be turned a little each day 
also, since the hen will not turn them, 
as she would have turneg her own 
eggs. It will take twenty-six days to 
hatch turkey eggs. 
- When the poults and hens are taken 
from the nest and well dusted with 
roach dust to which a “little sulphur 
has been added, they should be put 
into a run or enclosure out of which 
the hen may go but the little turks 
cannot escape. A five-inch board is 
high enough for their barrier to the 
outside world. Dust them every day 
until they can dust themselves, for 
vermin are the poults’ worst enemy. 

The young turkey, when hatched by 
a turkey hen, are fed from their moth- 
er’s mouth. She picks up the food and 
gives it to them. A poult looks up, 
not down, for its food. It finds bugs 
on the leaves of plants and seeds on 
the stems. So it is when the eggs are 
hatche@ by chicken hens, the younger 
turks must be taught to eat from the 
ground. 

If you will holq the food in line with 
the poult’s eye until he sees it, you 
will find him very greedy. They grow 
go fast and fatten so rapidly they need 
food frequently during the first six 
weeks. Not much at a time, but often. 

Boiled eggs, cottage or dough cheese, 
bread and milk squa@ezedq dry, oatmeal 
scalded anq squeezed dry, together 
with wheat or cracked corn makes 

eir best diet. Add to this beef scraps 
or finely chopped meat every 
two. When the ppults can hop over 
the board barrier they are strong 
enough to follow their mother seeking 
food. . 

They shoulaq be kept at home at 
night and not be’ let out until the grass 
and weeds are dry in the forenoon, but 
during the day they should be allowed 
to roam where they choose.

hen first taken, if you had given her 
a few tablespoonsful of soapsuds-or a 
teaspoonful of sweet oil and held her 
by the legs with her head down, and 
with the disengaged hagel worked the 
crop gentiy, you might perhaps have 
removed the obstruction. Now it is 
too late. and an operation is the only 
thing that will save her.

BETTER SHOWING MADE. 
"BY U. §,. TREASURY 


Its Condition Is_ Materially 


Stronger Than Month 
oO. 


—_——————— 
_ Washington, June 1.—The treasury 
made a much better showing for May 
than it did for April, and its condition 
as compared with a month ago is ma- 
terially strengthened. The piling up 
of gold coin and bullion in the vaults 
continues steaddily. A little more than 
$1,815,000,000 was there today—the 
high water mark for the treasury’s 
wold holdings. 

The government's finances begin a 
new month’s business on the basis of 
a surplus. It is small—less than $1,- 
000,000—but a surplus is shown in spite 
of nearly $3,000,000 spent from the cash 
drawer for the Panama canal. 

May's receipts from all sources ex- 
ceeded $61,000,000 and beat April by a 
round $10,000,000. Expenditures, how- 
ever, were held down to about $66,- 
000,000, some $8,000,000 greater than 
last month. 

Corporation tax receipts which will 
come in this month and promise to ex- 
ceed the estimates, will aid to the 
strength of the treasury. The proceeds 
of the Panama bond sales, however, 
will not show in the accounts until 
July. Although bids will be opened this 
month ang awards will be made, the 
government probably will not deliver 
the new securities pefore the middle 
of next month. 

Provided there is no marked change 
in the government's revenue, the treas- 
jury promises to be placed in a condi- 
‘ton which will continue strong until 
next spring, when more finahcing may 
be considered.
